And that figure of 149 
meant that the man who bought It at 
1100 per hundred dollar^ of face value 
wotfi be aUo to sen it tor tlM- And 
he had boon drawing 4 par cant in- 
terest on it annually all the time he 
had held it. 

Right now bankers and ^vestment 
brokers are predletlng that the pres- 
ent Government security Issnes, the 
Liberty Bonds, will repeat the history 
of the old Government Four*. 

History will repeat Itself they say. 
The records of every great war show 
that the prices of bonds that were 
away down hi ^ days of flM war 
and for a time after the actual fight- 
ing had ceased, always Increased as 
soon as peace was firmly restored. 

About a hundred years ago the Na- 
poleoBie Wan ware miUig. fhiSlaafl 
had gone through a desperate strug- 
gle with the French Imperialist Dur- 
ing those struggles the prices of Eng- 
lish Consols, 8 per cent bonds, ranged 
from the Ugh mark «7H to 64%, the 
low mark. That was in the year 1814. 
In 1824, ten years later, the aootatlons 
ranged from 84. the lOV, «0 99%, 
the high for the year. 

In this same period the French 
bonds ware andergolng aboot the 
same fluetnations. The French 6 per 
cent "rentes" rose from 80, the high 
in 1814, to 104.8 in 1824. They had 
fallen as low aa ^ Ih llM 
days of 1814. 

Oar CMt War 

During the Civil War In America, 
1861 to 1866, the Government issued 
many bonds. During these four years 
the bonds sold as low as 83. The 
low flgnre of tS waa reachai In IMl 
when the Union seemed to be break- 
ing up forever. But that year the 
highest figure was 95^. 

From 1861 on tliroi^ the war the 
bond valoes steadl& flfea. They hai 
a practically steady rise on through 
the war until the panic of 1873, when 
they stood at 123^ high with tha low 
for that year at 11%. • 

In 1864 the American Government 
issued the 1— 40-year bofds, and in 
ten years these roee flrtmi 108% to 
1161^.

the amount of Federal Reserve notes 
outstanding. All these are favorable 
signs whose signlSeaMa ahotft not 
be overlooked.

Australia is thinking about making 

subscriptions to war loans compulsory. 
New Zealand, a neighbor of the Au;*- 
trallans are considering the same ^an. 

AwhOe back dispatches from Mel- 
boume ootHned some of the difficul- 
ties the Australians were having with 
putting over an after-the-war loan that 
is jnst as badly needed in that coun- 
try as oar Victory LrfMUi is in America. 

Australians have never faOed, at any 
time during the war, to respond with 
enthusiasm to the demands of their 
leaders. They subecribed to loons 
through four years while Americans 
have at the meet had no mere than 
two years of war strain aad vrar lean 
subscriptions to think of. 

But the effect of peace was rather 
curious in Australia. People wanted 
to forget ahoat the neee sslty of keep- 
ing the Ibianclal pot boiling. This 
tendency has not been manifested in 
the United State.-*, but such an at- 
titude might have been possible had 
the men and the meaejr of the nation 
been j^aeed undw such a strain as the 
weaker Australian commonwealth has 
borne.

means."

posal would do for that country. In 
America, a awn's standing depends 
somewhat open his support of the 
war and government loans in a time 
of need or emergency like that at pres- 
ent. The self respecUng American 
likes to feel that he has bought to 
the limit of his abiUtr Re wants to 
feel that he helped flght the war and 
make the best possible peace, that 
he has helped to put the country fair- 
ly and sauarely on the road to re- 
cfmstraettai. to nemwl thaes tad to 
newer aad better times. 

That is why, in America, with its 
tin'-.tralned resources, such a measure 
a^ that proposed by Australia would 
be assies s uki wotso.
